Claims 1-9 and 15-22 are pending. 
2 Claims 4 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

This rejection is maintained. Applicant did not address this rejection in the response. 

3. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kangas or Leising 
or Smith or Sikes or Plochocka or Takeda or Exner. 

4. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Chiao or Moody. 

5. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kangas or 
Leising or Smith or Sikes or Plochocka or Takeda or Exner or Chiao or Moody. 

Each of these rejections are maintained for reasons of record. 
Applicant did not address these rejection in the response. 

6. Claim 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 21 recites "shell sand 11 . The examiner cannot ascertain what applicants intend the
